Report of the 


Superintendent of Schools 


ENFIELD, N. H. 


The State Department of Public Instruction, in 
enumerating the duties of the District Superintendent 
gives the following as One of his chief duties: He will 
work out a suitable course of study based on scientific 
principles, with full teaching outlines, or still better 
bring into effective use the Program ot Studies for the 
Common Schools of New Hampshire. In explanation 
the State Superintendent says: 


‘‘Now, it is just as impossible to build up a system 
of efficient schools without such a definite working plan, 
as it would be to build a fine dwelling house or factory 
without plans and specifications. One of the worst, 1: 
not the worst, defects in many of our local school sys- 
tems is that they begin nowhere and so of course end 
nowhere. 


Teaching is haphazard, and, of course, learning is 
vague and uncertain and confused. ‘The use of a course 
of study is the foundation remedy of such a state o? 
things. But, a course of study isn’t of much value un- 
less it is followed. Experience shows that teachers wil! 
not follow a course properly, or not follow it at all, un- 
less there is a superintendent at hand to instruct them 
and to hold them to their work: any more than a crew 
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of mechanics, be they ever so skillful, will follow a set 
of plans and specifications without a foreman to direct.”’ 


The work of the past year has been largely that of 
organization. We have endeavored to classify our 
pupils in grades so that they could follow to best ad- 
vantage the work as planned by the State course. 


At the beginning of the year we found in some 
schools that there was’a lack of uniformity in the school 
work, that while excellent results were being secured in 
inany subjects, these subjects were being selected ac- 
cording to the preferences of either the teachers or the 
pupils. Undersuch conditions it is found, with but few 
exceptions, that two very important courses,’ History 
and Language, are neglected. ‘‘History,’’ says one of 
our well-known educators, ‘‘Is probably the most im- 
portant course in the program of studies, save the 
mother tongue alone. Upon it are based all the later 


, 


studies which have to do with the understanding of man 


in his social and political relations; and especially is it, 
more than any other formal study of the common school, 
the basis of an understanding of the duties of citizen- 
ship. School boards are advised that ample time and 
apparatus should be given to history.”’ 
This does not meau that we undeér-estimate the 
value of the three R’s. They should form the basis of 
school work. The use of the three R’s, being neeessary 
to a full comprehension of other forms of training, are 
recognized by the pupil as most necessary accomplish- 
ments, and the NEW STUDIES, so called, possess an added 
interest and value, and so instead of diminishing the 
standard of instruction in the good old subjects they act 
as stimulants thereto and really produce the same re- 
sults that the opponent to the modern ideas of education 
jesires, an improvement in the teaching of reading, 


writing and arithmetic.

This is 
most encouraging. 

We can look back, we trust, over the work of the 
past year with some degree of satisfaction, for com- 
mendable progress has been made. . Especially would 
we mention the work in reading, history and language, 
but we cannot sce the fullest results in these and the 
other subjects in one, or two years’ time, but when the 
pupils who are members now of our lower grades have 


-been graduated then one can see what has really been 


accomplished. 

I wish to thank at this time the parents and citizens 
for the deep interest which they have manifested in the 
schools, the members of the school board for their hearty 
co-operation, the teachers for their faithfulness and 
friendly support, and the pupils for the diligence shown 
in their work.
